Judge SBielda handed down a very 
lengthy opinion- in the ease. Tho gist 
of which, is aa follows: 
_ II will bo noted Ihat-tu tha petition 
in this case, asking that tlio election be 
on joined, lhal Ihe ordinance* referred to 
in thia petition for injunction, generally 
kno wn a s t h o~ t*rgTcgHton Ordinances, 
aro not set out in Iho petition and that 
there is no quest iun now beforo tha Court 
as tu'tho validity or invalidity of said 
•ocaJled Segregation Ordinance*. Tho 
solo question before tho Court being tha . 
invalidity and unconstitutionality of leg 
islation by Hie City under tho inlliative 
sections of tho Cily Charter! In other 
words, the plaintiff wntcnuevt that ,*» 
tho Initiative provisions of tho Charter 
aro unconstitutional and void, ih* Board 
of Election Commissioners, and tho 
Comptrollar ami Treasurer of tha City 
hare do right tu expend tha City'* funds 
for submitting said ordinance* to the 
voters for adoption or rejection, and that 
any taxpayer who is affected by the ex- 
penata by such an election hu a right 
to appeal to tha court* for en Injunc- 
tion agninat th* illagal expending of the 
City 'a money. 

I hnvo examined tlio many authorities 
cited by bolh parties on tho" question of* 
whether Or not this Court haa any 'juris-. 
diction -tu fasuo injunction against [mi. 
lie officers engaged in the discharge of 
their duties under. tho provision* of tho 
Constitution aud lawa of Ihe Stale and 
Charter of Iho Cily of 81. Louie,' and 
whether n taxpayer ran bring a suit for 
injunction undor tho circumstance* al- 
leged in the petition herein. : 
In Ihe Mat* uf Missouri, and in manv 
other jurisdictions, I think it is thor- 
oughly it! a Wished that Ihe coutts will 
not inierfem by Injunction . to prevent 
tho exercise of Ihe functions of City of- 
ficials when they am exercising duties 
relative tu political rights as distin- 
guished from rluhtn of pro|>er!y and civil 
righ(s. y- 

After a careful cnimiiiVrntion of nil ihe 
authorities, I stn of the opinion that if 
(he Initiative provision in is- ''jrnri.-i- br— 
void, ihe peopln would have a right to — - 
enjotot the eii^ndiliirts of money to car- 
ry oul ssiit Initiative provision. The 
controlling qtirstioo in this case Is 
sfty '--r Ihe Initiative provision of the 
City\_ ■>rter la valid or void. The at- 
tack Its, is proceeding ia not on the 
Seg regal ilui Ordinances, dot on tho con- 
stitutionality of the Initiative provisions 
of the Charter. The Hill of Rights of\ 
the Slate of Missouri providiw; " 

"That all fmJilieal power is vested" in 
and derived from the people; that all 
government of right originates from the 
people, is founded upon tbeir will only, 
and is instituteil solely for (he good of 
the whole." 

. The amendment to the State Constitu- 
tion, as amended by tho i>eople at Iho 
general election r.f 1902, giving ihe City 
Ihe right Its elect a Hoar.l uf thirteen 
freeholders lo prepare a new Charter, 
provide* : 

"Which asid Charter shall lie in har- 
mony with and subject to Ike Constitu- 
tion and laws of Ihe Slate." 

The Charter adopted by the vote of 
lite people Juno 30, 1B», Section 1 of 
Article V, provides: 

"The people shall have the power at 
their optioq to propose ordinance* in-. 
eluding 'ordinance* proposing amend- 
ment* tn ihi* Charier, ami (o adopt tho 
some al the polla. with the. same effect 
a* if adopted by the Board of Alder- 
men and approved by the Mayor, such 
power lir-iug known as the initiative 

There is no attack on the method of 
aabmiasion of the so-called Scgregstition 
Ordinance*, the -contention of the plain- 
tiff being confined lo the question thai 
the Board of Freeholder* and the people 
had no right lo enact the above pro- 
vis-iun ia Article V of said Charter. 
There can b* no question that if the la- 
itiative is eoatrary to Ike Constitution 
and !>-.■« -f tha State, that neh prori- 
Continued on psage 4.

- coming from while or colored, and causes one to denounce all forms. of 
lawlessness. 

Such items as this one— lynching a Negro and burning down a 
■Negro school house —are of sueh eommon occurrence that they barrly- 
get ft paragraph in our daily parters. If a Negro is bttnr«i_div(v'he 
may get two paragraphs, but no bitter denunciation in editorial com- 
ment. Should such a horror be perpetrated on Ihe bat lie-fronts of the 
bloodiest war of history, now raging in Europe, our great American 
press would go wild in denouncing- the barbarity, but if a Negro is 
Tiailrd in a pine box, saturated with coal oil and bnmed to a crisp in
